WALNUT RIDGE, Ark. (AP) 


— Army Engineers announced 
today that the Southwestern 
Power Admin i s t r a t i o n has 
changed its mind and now be- 
lieves power facilities at the 
proposed Water Valley Dam can 
be economically justified. 


The announcement by Col. 


Charles D. Maynard, Army dis- 
trict engineer, came at the open- 
ing of a public hearing on the 
Engineer's plans for the Water 
Valley project. 


Hundreds of residents of the 


valley, all vociferously opposed 
to construction of the 
dam, 


crowded into the N a t i o n a l 
Guard Armory at Walnut Ridge 
for the hearing. 


They carried signs on poles 


stating their opposition. They1 
plastered themselves with stick- 
ers saying, "Stop the Dam." 
They came in cars and buses 
bearing anti-clam signs.

And they constructed over the 


entrance to the armory a huge 
banner saying, "Stop the Dam." 


Maynard read a letter from 


Douglas G. Wright, administra- 
tor of SPA, which said SPA 
now believes it can sell enough 
power from a proposed 25,000 
kilowatt generating plant, to 
meet: power costs allocated to 
the project. 


The announcement cast a 


somewhat different light on the 
hearing because opponents of 
the dam had believed that they 
had come to discuss a flood con- 
trol and recreation project, al- 
though Engineers had said they 
planned to construct the dam so 
that power facilities could be 
added later. 


The state of Missouri ex- 


pressed its opposition to the 
dam through Conservation Di- 
rector William E. Towell, who 
said his state wants the Eleven 
Point River included in the pro- 
posed Ozark National Rivers 
project. 


Charles Harris of the U.S. Bu- 


reau of Sports Fisheries 
and 


Wildlife, 
said 
damming 
the 


Eleven Point river would de- 
stroy an exceptional, irreplace- 
able, free-flowing stream. 


John Pickett of near Dalton, 


president of the Upper Eleven 
Point River Association, said 
the association is against build- 
ing any kind of dam at any 
time. 


The sole desire of proponents 


of this dam is a large lake for 
recreation," he said.

Labor Eying 
Big Rise 
in Profits 


By SAM DAWSON 


AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - The big 


rise in profits being announced 
almost daily by one o r more 
leading corporations is being 
watched as closely by labor un- 
ions as it is by shareowners and 
the stock market. 


Business earnings as a whole 


set a record in 1963. But it's the 
better than average gains in 
some industries and by many 
top firms that is catching the 
eye of labor just now. 


General Motors made $1.6 bil- 


lion last year and has a labor 
contract to negotiate this sum- 
mer. 
Other 
corporations an- 


nouncing profits in excess of a 
billion each are AT&T and Jer- 
sey Standard Oil. 


More than 100 contracts cov- 


ering at least two million work- 
ers expire this year and must 


?••• 


be replaced. Almost as many 
more workers have contracts 
that can be reopened on demand 
for wage negotiations. Another 
1.5 million automatically get 
Wage increases this year under 
terms of existing contracts. 


In the last few years most 


corporations were complaining 
of diminishing profit margins- 
some still do—and concentrating 
on cost-cutting and increased 
mechanization 
to 
fight 
the 


trend. 


In the light of that, labor's 


stress has been less .on sizable 
wage-scale increases than on 
fringe benefits and, last year in 
particular, on job security. The 
bogey has been automation and 
the fear of a shrinking number 
of jobs and of the outdating of 
many old skills. 


But mechanization and cost- 


cutting, along with rising sales 
and 
production, are 
making 


themselves felt now. The fac- 
tors have combined to produce 
the results showing up now in 
the steady flow of announce- 
ments of rising profits. This 
was 
especially 
true 
of 
the 


final months of 1963, which 
pushed many big corporations 
to record high earnings for the 
year. 


Some of the reported profit 


gains have been tempered by 
bookkeeping. The Treasury re- 
laxed the rules on depreciation, 
so that many companies last 
year could write off more wear 
and tear before reporting gross 
earnings. This cut both their 
federal income tax bills and 
their reported net income. 


Some corporations took ad- 


vantage of a 7 per cent tax 
credit for new equipment bought 
in 1963, as allowed in a bill 
passed by Congress. 


If Congress also passes the 


tax cut bill now before the Sen- 
ate, the effect oh 1W4 profits 
will be mixed. Rates of corpo- 
rate income taxes will be cut, 
making for a neat gain (it net 
profits. But the dates of pay- 
ment for taxes will be advanced 
so that many corporations will 
be paying put money sooner 
than in previous years and this 
will show up in 1964 bookkeep- 
ing. 


But the tax cut bill also is ex- 


pected 16 boom the economy in 
general and this could mean 
more business, and presumably 
more profits. 


Along with an eye on getting 


more of the corporate money 
pie in the form of higher wage 
scales, labor leaders also are 
talking of asking for higher pay 
for overtime. The chief argu- 
ment is that this would make 
overtime less attractive to cor- 
porate management and open 
up more jobs for the unem- 
ployed. 


But in arguing for more pay' 


for overtime, the unions also 
are likely to point to high prof- 
its as putting companies in the 
position to pay it. 


President Johnson has warned 


against setting off a new spiral 
of rising wages in unions. He 
has urged'moderation on-union 
leaders. He has even suggested 
that higher profits might better 
be tempered by lower prices to 
the consumer. 


What labor will do, what man- 


agement will do, what Congress 
will do, all is up in the air just 
now. But the scene is laid for 
some tough bargaining.

LONDON (AP)—A quick swoop 
by British troops in East Africa 
appears to have averted, tem- 
porarily at, least, an explosion 
of Congo-like anarchy which 
could have provided a new bat- 
'le front for communism. 


Military mutinies in Kenya, 


Tanganyika and Uganda last 
week were crushed by British 
soldiers summoned by the lead- 
ers of the nations, which won 
independence from British colo- 
nial rule in the past three 
years. 


Though the upheavals were 


suppressed, the tensions behind 
.hem simmer on. 


It was a mutiny of Congolese 


troops that touched off the cha- 
os following the Congo's inde- 
pendence in 1960. But the pre- 
mier of the Congo then, the 
late Patrice Lumumba, resisted 
the use of troops from the for- 
mer colonial power, Belgium. 
Jomo Kenyatta of Kenya, Juli- 
us Nyerere of Tanganyika and 
Milton Obote of Uganda invited 
the British troops back, al- 
though Nyerere's invitation was 
issued only after a second out- 
break. 


Underlying the upheavals is a 


problem common to any Afri- 
can territory emerging to inde- 
pendence from colonial domina- 
tion. 


Nationalist l e a d e r s who 


fought the long independence 
battle spurred on their follow- 
ers with promises of the fine 
life that freedom would bring. 
When freedom dawned, it be- 
came apparent 
the fine 
life 


might take some time to deliv- 
er. 


Africans who live on less than 


$60 a year, the avei-age was in 
Tanganyika, found the well-paid 
posts and big houses still occu- 
pied by European civil serv- 
ants and businessmen because 
there weren't enough Africans 
qualified to take their places.
